PLAN TO HARNESS 
BAY OF FUNDY TIDE 


Promoters Hope to Dev elop 
100,000 Horse Power. 


Toronto, Ont.—The tides 
of the Bay 
Of Fu ndy , famou s in song and story 
and known to ev ery schoolboy stu ­ 
dent of geography , are abou t to be 
harnessed by indu stry , according to 
Ne w 
Bru nswick 
promoters’ 
plans 
which ou ght to be awarded a prize 
for nov elty and which in principle are 
as simple as they are nov el. 
The New Bru nswick scheme mu st 
not be confu sed with the Maine proj 
ect su bmitted to the people a y ear 01 
two ago, u nder which Passau inqu otklj 
bay , marking the eastern terminu s of 
the bou ndary between Canada and the 
United States, was to be tu rned into a 
hu ge mill pond. Bassamoqu oddy forms 
a large arm at the opening of the Bay 
of 
Fu ndy . 
The 
New 
Bru nswick 
scheme is to be tried 125 miles north­ 
east of the v ery tip of the neck of the 
bottie. 
Nowhere else in the world is there 
the cu riou s tidal phenomenon that re 
cu rs twice ev ery 24 hou rs in the Bay 
of Fu ndy . 
The tide, which ebbs and 
flows gently on open coasts, here finds 
itself su bject to u nu su al restrictions. 
Not only is there an u nu su ally long, 
gradu ally narrowing inlet, hu t the bot­ 
tom of the sea shelv es gently u pward, 
so that the inflowing tide has pres­ 
su re pu t u pon it from both sides and 
from the bottom. 
It therefore rises to 
u nu su al height. 
Riv er Gets Heav y Tide. 
At the tip of the Bay of Fu ndy be 
gins the channel of the Fetitcodiae 
riv er. 
And into this little channel 
su rges twice a day the mighty v olu me 
of F u nd y tid e s . 
As a riv er the Fetitcodiae does not 
amou nt to mu ch, bu t as a tidal basin 
it is u niqu e. 
When the flowing tide 
reaches Moncton, 2a miles u p fhe riv ­ 
er from its u iou th, it has so piled u pon 
itself that it comes in a wall of water. 
This wall, called a “bore,” making 
a noise like the ru mble of a train, can 
be heard miles away . 
In the spring 
ice cakes as big as box cars float sea 
ward with the ebbing tide and are 
tu mbled back with the flow faster 
than a man can walk. 
Engineers ctu im this great v olu me 
of energy now going to waste can be 
tu rned into electric power. Their plan 
is to bu iid a rock-filled dam nearly a 
mile long across the mou th of the Fe- 
titcodiac. 
Twice a day when the tide 
is ru nning in three locks in the dam 
will be opened. 
This will fill to the 
brim 41 miles of tidal basin. 
Then 
the locks will close. 
Get 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 Hors e Powe r. 
By lowering the imprisoned water 
two to fiv e feet twice daily , it is es­ 
timated 100,(XR) horse power can be 
generated at a price lower than at 
Niagara. 
As part of the scheme a spill basin 
will he prov ided for by the smaller 
tidal basin of the Memramcook riv er. 
The rock from which material for 
the dam will he taken is the same 
rock from which Fifth av enu e’s fa­ 
mou s ‘’brown-stone fronts” were bu ilt. 
Critics of the scheme fear that the 
silt and mu d of the riv ers may bring 
disaster to the plans. 
When an open 
basin scou red twice a day by the 
tides is tu rned into a setting basin, 
trou ble, they say , will resu lt. 
Bu t the promoters, who inclu de Dex ­ 
ter Cooper, an engineer who has long 
been stu dy ing the problem of Fu ndy ’s 
tides; C. F. Erfcson, and H. M. Blair 
of New York, and n nu mber of New 
Bru nswick and Nov a Scotia financiers, 
are sangu ine. 
Prospect of a 
local 
power dev elopment has produ ced great 
interest In the langu ishing maritime 
prov inces.

ba ttle of Leipzig '(1813), fa shioned en­ 
tirely out of burnt ma tches, 28,732 
ha ving been used. 
The origina l monument, a ma ssive 
pilo of stone, looms to a height oi 
nea rly 300 feet a bove the pla in in the 
outskirts of Leipzig, where Na poleon 
wa s defea ted a nd the fa te of his em­ 
pire sea led. It wa s erected in 1013 to 
commemora te the hundredth a nniver­ 
sa ry of the ba ttle, which freed Ger­ 
ma ny from Na poleon’s grip, a nd is 
ca lled the “ Voelkersehla chtdenkma l.”

Pa ola , Ka n.—On top of one of the 
sha llowest oil fields in the world, the 
town of Pa ola is filled with people who 
either own a n oil or ga s well or a n 
interest in one. 
Pa ola ha s a popula ­ 
tion of 3,500 a nd there a re more tha n 
1,200 producing oil wells within the 
confines of Mia mi county , of which 
Pa ola is the coun^ sea t. 
The oil 
underlies the surfa ce in 
sha llow strea ms a nd pools. 
Some of 
the pools supply oil for 20 y ea rs or so 
a nd then die down. 
A pool struck re­ 
cently in the northwestern pa rt of 
the county lia s renewed interest a nd 
a ctivity . 


Wel l Costs $1,000. 
Oil is found in the field a t n depth 
of a bout 450 feet. A well costs a little 
loss tha n $1,000 a nd if it is a good one 
the owner sta nds a cha nce of being 
comforta bly 
wea lthy . 
Consequently 
uea rly every a dult in town is “ ta king 
a cha nce.” 
Ma ps of the field a re displa y ed in 
hotels, grocery stures, drug stores a nd 
dry goods stores a nd every opera tor 
ca rries his own specia lly ma rked ma p, 
by which he will show tha t the de­ 
velopment is directly in line with his 
lea se. 
Ex citement is a t a high pitch. Since 
1S75 these flurries ha ve been coming 
a nd going in the town, but none seems 
to ha ve lost enthusia sm. 
Employ ees 
of the post office formed the Post 
Office Oil compa ny nnd drilled a well, 
the men a t the drug store drilled a n­ 
other a nd 
the men 
a t the Ka ndy 
Kitchen still a nother. 
Some hit a nd 
some got dry holes. 
The town is full of ty pica l stories. 
Enthusia sts cite the fa rmer who lived 
fruga lly on a sma ll tra ct for y ea rs, 
ba rely ex isting. Then the oil ca me in 
a nd from six sma ll wells lie now gets 
a bout $1.000 a month. Others cite the 
ca se of Herma n Miller, a junk denier, 
who refused $1,000 for a one-eighth 
sha re in a well one da y , only to find it 
wa s a dry hole the nex t. 
The Mia mi county pool ha s been 
giving up oil for more tha n 40 y ea rs. 
A. W. Christie put down tiie wild­ 
ca t tha t opened up the la test pool, 
lie sunk the first well on a locution 
a rrived a t by the motions of a curved 
stick. 
Some believe ex plicitly in the 
powers of tlie stick a nd others open­ 
ly deride it in fa vor of geology . 


Good Wel l i n Back Yard. 
One of the best known wells is 
tha t of W. H. Morehouse, in a ba ck 
y a rd in Pa ola . 
It ca me in 12 y ea rs 
a go, flowing 150 ba rrels a da y . 
It is 
450 feet deep a nd cost a bout $750 to 
drill. 
It still is flowing three ba rrels 
a da y . 
When oil wa s selling a t $3.50 
a ba rrel the well wa s a vera ging a bout 
15 ba rrels a da y . 
Severa l of these 
ba ck y a rd oil wells ha ve been in ex ­ 
istence from 5 to 12 y ea rs. 
Ba ck-y a rd ga s wells a lso a re com­ 
mon. 
Fa rmers light a nd hea t their 
homeSj ba rns a nd y a rds with the ga s. 
Da vid McCullough even lighted up the 
highwa y in front of his fa rm with 
ga s from his well. On a nother fa rm a 
croquet ground wa s brightly lighted. 
Two deep wells a re being sunk in 
the field a nd a lthough the sha llow pool 
men scoff a t the possibility of their 
bringing in oil,

Summer Care o f Calves 
Is o f Much Impo rtance 
If the yo ung calf is turned o ut to 
pasture he sho uld be furnished shelter 
fro m* the ho t sun, suggests Ho race 
Jo nes, instru cto r in dairy husbandry 
at the No rth Caro lina State co llege. 
Calves that have had Indo o r care, 
when tu rned o ut witho ut shelter, de­ 
velo p blisters o n their backs and are 
easy prey fo r winged pests. 
A cheap 
shed o f so me so rt furnishes excellent 
refuge fo r the yo ung calf during the 
day. 
If a number o f calves are placed in 
the same pastu re and are o f such age 
that milk must be fed. It is necessary 
that a ro w o f stanchio ns be pro vided 
in which to tie them while being fed 
and fo r a few 
minutes afterward. 
Each calf sho uld be fed separately. 
To o o ften a nu mber o f calves are fed 
fro m a tro ugh. The result Is that the 
large calves go rge themselves while 
the weaker o nes do no t receive eno ugh 
milk. 
“Bulk” feeding is a very po o r 
practice. 
Calves do very well o n pas­ 
ture and co n be cared fo r in this 
manner mo re eco no mically than In any 
o ther way. 
Care must be taken, ho w­ 
ever, to see that they receive what 
additio nal co re is necessary.

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PLAN TO HARNESS 
BAY OF FUNDY TIDE 


Promoters Hope to Develop 
100,000 Horse Power. 


Toronto, Ont.—The tides of the Bay 
of Fuudy, famous in song and story 
and known to every schoolboy stu­ 
dent of geography, are about to be 
harnessed by industry, according to 
New 
Brunswick 
promoters' 
plans, 
which ought to !>e awarded a prize 
for novelty and which in principle are 
rn simple as they are novel* 
The New Brunswick scheme must 
not be confused with the Maine proj­ 
ect submitted to the people a year of 
two ago, under which Bassamaquoddy 
bay, marking the eastern terminus of 
the boundary between Canada and the 
United States, was to be turned into a 
huge mill pond. Passniuaquoddy forms 
a large arm at the opening of the Bay 
of 
Fundy. 
The 
New 
Brunswick 
scheme is to be tried 125 miles north 
east of the very tip of the neck of the 
bottle. 
Nowhere else in the world is there 
toe curious tidal phenomenon that re 
curs twice every 24 hours in the Bay 
of Fundy. 
The tide, which ebbs and 
flows gently on open coasts, here duds 
itself subject to unusual restrictions. 
Not only Is there an unusually long, 
gradually narrowing inlet, but the bot­ 
tom of the sea shelves gently upward. 
so that the inflowing tide has pres­ 
sure put upon it from both sides and 
from the bottom. 
It therefore rises to 
unusual height 
River Gets Heavy Tide. 
At the tip of the Bay of Fundy be 
gins the channel of the Betitcodiac 
river. 
And into this little channel 
surges twice a day the mighty volume 
of Fundy’s tides. 
As a river the Betitcodiac does not 
amount to much, but as a tidal basin 
it is unique. 
When the flowing tide 
reaches Moncton, 25 miles up the riv­ 
er from its mouth, it has so piled upon 
itself that it comes in a wall of water. 
This wall, called a "bore,” making 
a noise like the rumble of a train, can 
be heard miles away. 
In the spring 
ice cakes as big as box cars float sea 
ward with the ebbing tide and tire 
tumbled back with the flow taste; 
than a man calf walk. 
Engineers duim this great volume 
of energy now going to waste can be 
turned into electric power. Their plau 
is to build a rock-filled durn nearly a 
mile long across the mouth of the Be­ 
titcodiac. 
Twice :t day when the tide 
is running In three locks in the dam 
will be opened. 
This will All to the 
brim 41 miles of tidal basin. Then 
the locks will close. 
Get 100,000 Horse Power. 
By lowering the imprisoned water 
two to five feet twice daily, it is es­ 
timated 100,000 horse power can be 
generated at a price lower finn at 
Niagara. 
As part of the scheme a spill basin 
will be provided for by the smaller 
tidal basin of the Memrarneook river. 
The rock from which material for 
the dam will he taken is the same 
rock front which Fifth avenue’s fa­ 
mous "brown-stone fronts” were built. 
Critics of tile scheme fear that the 
silt and mud of the rivers may bring 
disaster to the plans. 
When an open 
basin scoured twice a day by the 
tides is turned fnto a setting basin, 
trouble, they say, will result. 
But the promoters, who Include Dex­ 
ter Cooper, an engineer who has long 
been studying the problem of Fundy’s 
tides; C. F. Ericson, and ii. M. Blair 
of New York, and a number of New 
Brunswlek and Nova Scotia financiers, 
are sanguine. Prospect of a local 
power development has produced great 
interest in the languishing maritime 
provinces.

MET TO CONSIDER 
“SAFETY OF LANO” 


There were three congresses held In 
America before the first Continental 
congress of 1774. 
The first of these 
met at New York on May I, 1090, In 
response te a call issued by the Gen­ 
eral Court of Massachusetts—“the first 
call for a general congress In A mer 
lea.” 
The purpose was to confer on 
“suitable methods for assisting each 
other for the safety of the whole 
land.” 
Seven colonies were invited, 
of which four attended the congress. 
The congress of 1754 met at Albany on 
June 19, for the purpose of negotiating 
a treaty with the Indians, and also to 
form a plan of union among the col­ 
onies. 
The “Albany plan,” sometimes 
called “Franklin's plan,” was submit­ 
ted to Hie assemblies of the several 
colonies through their governors, and 
to the king through the agency of the 
lords of trade, but failed of adoption 
both In the colonies and In England. 
The congress of 1765, better known as 
the “Stamp Act Congress,” was held 
In New York city, opening on October 
7, 1705.

1. By whom (v. I). 
Herod, the grandson of Hie wicked 
Herod who slew the innocent chil­ 
dren of Bethlehem. 
2. The reason (v. 3). 
It was to gain the favor of the 
Jews. 
Herod was not a Jew, but an 
Edomite,- therefore knew that his suc­ 
cess was dependent upon his having 
the good will of the Jews. 
Herod for 
the sake of popularity manifested a 
deep sympathy for degenerate Juda­ 
ism. 
It was but the sympathy of the 
politician. 
Since the church had de­ 
veloped so as to he a successful rival 
of Judaism, indeed was already dis­ 
placing it, he saw an opportunity to 
curry favor with the Jews by putting 
forth his hands against It 
3. The method (v. 4). 
He was arrested, put into prison 
and guarded by four quaternions of 
soldiers. 
A quaternion is a guard of 
four soldiers. 
Humanly speaking. It 
was impossible to escape. 
They had 
doubtless heard of Peter’s escape from 
jail before, so they thought they would 
take no risks this time. 
However, 
they made one fatal mistake— they 
left out God. 
II. The Church of God in Prayer 
(v. 5). 
The church was at a crisis. 
Her 
situation was most grave. James, one 
of the brethren of the church, was 
dead, and Peter, the most prominent 
of all, was In prison. In this desperate 
strait they did tile wise thing—they 
betook themselves to prayer.

1. It was unto God, not unto men, 
or to be heard of men.

1. Peter sleeping (v. 6). 
This sho\ys that he was not greatly 
disturbed over the matter. 
The I^ord 
keeps In perfect peace those whose 
minds are stayed on Him. (Isa. 26:3). 
2. Peter leaves the prison (vv. 7-10). 
I 
A heavenly Iiglit shone In the prison. 
Tile angel smote Peter on the side; 
the chains fell off. 
Peter put on his 
clothes and passed by one guard after 
another through the iron gate out 
into the city. 
3. The effect-upon Peter (v. l l ) .

Although tile matter was so wonder­ 
ful to Peter, even outside his con­ 
sciousness, when lie came to himself 
i lie was assured beyond peradventure 
I that God had miraculously delivered 
him from Herod’s wicked hands.

1. Behavior of Peter and the church 
(vv. 12-17). 
Peter went to the house of Mary 
and 
knocked. 
The knock was an­ 
swered by Rhoda who was so over­ 
joyed that she forgot to open the 
gate, * and ran In and told them that 
Peter w*as at the gate. 
Tile disciples 
were not prepared for such good news, 
| and even accused her of madness. 
She, undaunted, insisted. 
They of­ 
fered as an explanation that perhaps

They got more than they 
expected. 
Peter rehearsed unto them

Copies Famed Statue 
Entirely of Matches 
Leipzig, Germany.—A monument of 
Industry nnd patience has been creat­ 
ed by Gerhard Mittelstadt, an artisan 
of Frieberg, Saxony. 
It Is a miniature reproduction of 
the famous granite memorial of the 
battle of Leipzig '(1813), fashioned en­ 
tirely out of burnt matches, 28,732 
having been used. 
Tile original monument, a massive 
pilo of stone, looms to a height ol 
nearly 300 fleet above the plain in the 
outskirts of Leipzig, where Napoleon 
was defeated and the fate of his em­ 
pire sealed. 
It w as erected in 1013 to 
commemorate Hie hundredth anniver­ 
sary of the battle, which freed Ger­ 
many from Napoleon’s grip, and Is 
called the “Voelkerschlachtdenkmal.” 
The miniature reproduction Is about 
seventeen and one-half inches high.

Washington.-—From the island-dot­ 
ted waterways of Alaska’s thousands 
of miles of coast has come a wealth 
more precious, more vital than gold. 
It is the wealth of the sea itself—of 
tile teeming millions of salmon that 
have been taken from the bosom of 
the North Pacific and placed on the 
world’s table. 
Since Alaska was purchased from 
Russia, 60 years ago, salmon has led 
the list of exports from the territory, 
with $610,750,038 to its credit—a fig­ 
ure which multiplies nearly eighty-five 
fold the price Uncle Sam paid for the 
territory.

kan co ast the region whence comes 
many millions of dollars worth of 
canned fish each year, will confront 
a serious handicap when the bureau 
of fisheries’ navy, a fleet of 55 armed 
vessels, gets on the patrol line.

Summer Care of Calves 
Is of Much Importance 
If the young calf is turned out to 
pasture he should be furnished shelter 
from* the hot sun, suggests Horace 
Jones, instructor in dairy husbandry 
at the North Carolina State college. 
Calves that have had indoor care, 
when turned out without shelter, de­ 
velop blisters on their backs and are 
easy prey for winged pests. A cheap 
shed of some sort furnishes excellent 
refuge for the young calf during the 
day. 
If a number of calves are placed in 
the same pasture and are of such age 
that milk must be fed, it Is necessary 
that a row of stanchions be provided 
in which to tie them while being fed 
and for a few minutes afterward. 
Each calf should be fed separately. 
Too often a number of calves are fed 
from a trough. The result Is that the 
large calves gorge themselves while 
the weaker ones do not receive enough 
milk. 
“Bulk” feeding is a very poor 
practice. Calves do very well on pas­ 
ture and can be cared for In this 
manner more economically than in any 
other way. Care must be taken, how­ 
ever, to see that they receive what 
additional care is necessary.

To Wage Poison War 


on Cabbage Maggots 


Corrosive Sublimate Guns 
Useful for Purpose. 


New tactics are to be used against 
cabbage maggots this year by Del-Bay 
Farms, of Bridgeton, N. J . Instead of 
using the customary method of hoeing 
around the young cabbage plants to 
remove maggot 
eggs, 
the company 
will poison the pest 
with 
corrosive 
sublimate. 
With the new method, the young 
cabbage plants are watched after they 
are set In the field. When eggs of the 
maggot fly are found, which under 
ordinary conditions 
will 
be 
within 
four or six days after the setting, the 
Del-Bay Farm s’ workmen will go into 
action with their corrosive sublimate 
guns. 
Instructions have been issued 
to apply the solution on the plants for 
a space of about two Inches above 
the ground so that It will run down to 
the roots. A second application will 
be made ten days later. 
The Del-Bay Farm s company esti­ 
mates that this treatment, including 
materials and labor, will cost about 
515 
an 
acre 
for 
each 
application, j 
which ta considerably below the cost 
of the old method. 
C. H. Nlssley, extension specialist 
In vegetable growing for the New Je r­ 
sey State College of Agriculture, as­ 
serts that corrosive sublimate has also 
been used for checking the ravages cf 
cabbage maggots on cauliflower and 
radishes. 
The chemical can 
be ob­ 
tained at any drug store. For cabbage 
maggot control, it is dissolved at the 
rate of one ounce to eight or ten 
gallons of waler and about one-half a

By 
Immersing the seed potatoes in this 
for ten minutes, the grower can de­ 
stroy scurf, black rot, soft rot, and 
stem rot organisms on the surface of 
the potatoes.

Poole adds, unless healthy seed Is 
selected. The only function of the 
seed treatment is to destroy organ­ 
isms resting on the potatoes before 
they begin to enter the skin and young 
sprouts. Once they have entered, no 
surface treatment can reach 
them.

Instead of 
using the customary method of hoeing

sublimate. 
With the new method, the young 
cabbage plants are watched after they 
are set in the field. When eggs of the 
maggot fly ore found, which under 
ordinary 
conditions

four or six days after the setting, the 
Del-Bay Farms’ workmen will go into 
action with their corrosive sublimate 
guns. 
Instructions have been issued 
to apply the solution on the plants for 
a space of about two inches above 
the ground so that It will run down to 
the roots. 
A second application will 
be made ten days later. 
The Del-Bay Farms company esti­ 
mates that this treatment, including
